ACT | 


Scene 1. A square in Seville at dawn. Count Almaviva 
serenades Rosina, the ward of Dr. Bartolo (Ecco ridente in 
cielo). She does not answer and he dismisses his musicians. 
Figaro arrives (Largo al factotum). Almaviva recognises him. 
They plan to get Almaviva into the house, to which Figaro has 
access. Bartolo goes out, leaving orders that no one be 
admitted save Don Basilio, who is to arrange for Bartolo's 
marriage to Rosina. In another serenade Almaviva sings 
that he is Lindoro, a student. Almaviva insists on Figaro's 
help. Figaro is willing, if the price is right, and they agree on 
a plan. 


Scene 2. Rosina sings of her love for Lindoro (Una voce 
poco fa). Bartolo curses Figaro who has upset the house- 
hold. Basilio tells Bartolo that Almaviva has followed Rosina 
from Madrid. To get rid of him he Proposes to spread a 
slander (La Calunnia). Figaro and Rosina continue to plot. 
Almaviva arrives disguised as a soldier and claims to be 
billeted in Bartolo’s house. Bartolo proves he is exempt from 
billeting. The police arrive but on learning that Almaviva is a 
nobleman they salute him. Bartolo is horrified. 


ACT Il 


Almaviva enters disguised as a music teacher sent by Basilio 
and blesses the house in an endless refrain (Pace, gioia; 
gioia, pace). The music lesson begins. Figaro arrives to 
shave Bartolo and causes enough confusion to enable him 
to get the key to the balcony. Basilio enters. The Count 
bribes him to leave, and whispers to Rosina to be ready at 
midnight. Bartolo drives them all away and sends for Basilio. 
He asks Basilio to arrange the wedding immediately but 
Basilio tells him that Figaro has engaged the notary for his 
"niece's" wedding. Bartolo persuades Rosina that Almaviva 
is deceiving her. A storm breaks out. Figaro and Almaviva 
arrive on the balcony. Rosina is assured that Almaviva is 
sincere. They begin to leave, pausing only to sing a love duet 
long enough to permit Bartolo to remove the ladder and call 
the police. First bribed, and then intimidated, Basilio orders 
the notary to marry Rosina and Almaviva. Basilio and Figaro 
are the witneses. Bartolo enters with the police, too late.
